On orders of the Mexican govern 
tnent federal forces are being hur­ 
ried from various points along the 
northern boundary into Nogales and 
thence south over the Sonora railroad 
to Hermosillo. 
A special train bringing troops from 
Cananea was brought into Nogales on 
rush orders and dispatched southward 
to augment the federal forces at the 
state capital. 


EXPECT AN 
ARMED 
TRUCE 


Insurgents in Field Waiting Develop 
ments in Mexico City. 


E l Paso, Tex., March 21.— An armed 
truce w ill be established in Northern 
Nexico as soon as developments in 
Mexico City w arrant and Francisco I. 
Madero, the revolutionary president, 
w ill establish himself at a point in the 
field to be considered neutral ground, 
there to receive any peace proposals 
that may come as a result of the visit 
to Mexico City of Jose Yves Lim an­ 
tour, minister of finance, who recently 
had conferences with in s u rre c t lead­ 
ers in New York. 
This was established in messages 
brought by courier from Madero, who 
is within 150 miles south of here in 
camp with 1,000 men. 
It is the first 
word coming direct from Madero since 
the beginning of the peace negotia­ 
tions which are supposed to have been 
under way in the United States for 
more than a week.

Parcels Post Legislation. 
It was Senator Bailey who promptly 
and without any preliminary talk or 
explanation made a

parcels

The friends of parcels post 
were somewhat discouraged, for they 
fear that it is now necessary to pass 
a separate bill, and they realize how 
hard it is to get through such a meas­ 
ure with opposition such as Senator 
Bailey and his followers can put forth.

The president has turned the sen­ 
atorial waiting rooms over to his sci­ 
entific management e x e r ts in order 
that he might have his proposed revo­ 
lution in the management of the gov­ 
ernment conducted under his own eye. 
In those rooms at the present time 
he has at work an expert in scientific 
management to whom he is paying 
$10,000 a year. 
To help him he has 
two expert accountants at $3,000, one 
at $3,000, one at $2,200, one at $2,000, 
one law clerk 
at 
$1,500 
aud four 
stenographers at $720 each. 
This is only the beginning. 
V ery 
soon he is going to employ an addi­ 
tional staff of experts to the number 
of about six, whom he hopes to get 
for $6,000 each. but for whom he w ill 
pay $8,000 if he can't get them for 
less. 
For these men he proposes to 
go into, the competitive m arket and 
bid for them, as he finds there is no 
other way open to secure just the kind 
of talent he knows he must have. 
It Is suspected that a new office is 
to be created to be known as that of 
“ Hie adm inistrator,” 
This officer will 
be a sort 
of 
combined 
purchasing 
agent, regulator and equalizer. 
He 
w ill be expected to know all things 
about all departments.
